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REPLY BRIEF 

Sir: 

In response to the Examiner's Answer dated November 23, 2004, 
Appellant is compelled to reply to the following erroneous points raised in the 
Answer: 

Rejection of Claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by Monti 
(U.S. Patent 4.410,157) 

In the Examiner's Answer, the Examiner makes several arguments in 
connection with this rejection. First, in response to Applicant's argument that 
Monti does not disclose a single supporting profile that includes components 
from two supporting members 14A and 14B, the Examiner argues that the 
limitation "includes" is not recited in the claim. The Examiner also argues that 
the limitation "belong to" is not synonymous with the word "comprising" and is 
not recited in the claim. 

It appears to Applicant that a fundamental disagreement between 
Applicant and the Examiner is on the interpretation of Claim 10. Applicant 
believes that the term "comprising" in Claim 10 requires that a single supporting
